O NB sometime* hear* a lot of 
talk shout the "w aning of church j 
membership." But these prophets' 
• f gloom must have based their 
pessimism on the small num ber of 
persons they see at church, when 
they go themselves, instead of on 
the num ber w heat nam es are w rit­ 
ten on the church rolls. 
According to a recent issue of the 
Christian Herald, church m em ber­ 
ship jumped to an all time high last 
year, totaling 79,579410, or 511.3 
per cent of the population, as com­ 
pared with about 20 per cent of the 
population on church mil* in 18*0. 
The actual gain in 1948 was 2,190.- 
161 "souls." 
Though some local churches actu- 
Blly do count the number of persons 
present at each church service, there 
are available no reasonably seen 
rate figures to show what per cent­ 
age o f church members, on the aver- 
aget attend church. While the rate 
af attendance is relatively high for 
Catholics, it is disgracefully low for 
most of us Protestants.

You and I have Jewish, Catholic 
sr P ro testan t friends who seem to 
go to church services 
regularly 
from sheer enjoym ent. I do envy 
them. I’m sure a large proportion 
af all the faiths attend church 
thiefly from a sense of duty.
